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A summary of building operations in South Australia from 1955-56 to September 1960 
is shown in Table 1 of this bulletin. More detailed information concerning types of 
houses, other new buildings,employment in the building industry and dwellings within 
Local Government areas is given in Tables 2 to 7 respectively. 


SOOPE 


This Bulletin includes details of "New Buildings", which include Houses and Flats as 
well as the classes of building shown in Tables3 to 5 plus major additions (£5,000 and 
oer) to these buildings (other than houses) but excludes (1) minor alterations, 
additions, repairs and renovations and (2) all construction activity such as railways, 
bridges,earthworks, water storage, etc. 


COMMENT S 


As indicated in Table 1, 2,573 new houses were commenced in South Australia during 
September quarter, 1960. This is the highest quarterly total recorded3 being 160 in 
| excess of the previous record established in March Quarter 4960. Houses completed dur- 
ing September quarter totalled 2,454; 234 more than the June Quarter of this year and 
oly 22 less than the record of 2,476 completions achieved in December Quarter 1952. A 
record number of 219 flats were also completed during September Quarter 1960. 


Table 2 indicates that the numbers of contract-built houses commenced and completed 
during September Quarter 1960 were 2,352 and 2,210 respectively; both totals being the 
highest recorded in any quarter. The number of owner-built houses commenced during Sep- 
tember Quarter 1960 was 221 compared with 231 in the corresponding quarter of 1959. 


The considerable fluctuations from period to period in the value of "new buildings 
other than dwellings" in Table 3 are partly, at least, the result of the unequal incid- 
ence of individual large contracts. In one case a single contract may be let for a large 
project thereby inflating values during the quarter covering commencement, under con- 
struction and completion of that project, but in another instance a number of small con- 
tracts may be let over a protracted period and thus have little apparent effect on the 
totals for the quarter. Table 4, which shows the value of work done on the various types 
of new buildings during each period, is not subject to these fluctuations. The different 
| wit values of new buildings commenced during different periods are shown in Table 5. 


The number of persons employed as at 30th September 4960 on all jobs of builders of 
nev buildings (shown in Table 6), was the record total of 13,6323 325 more than the 
Previous highest total of 13,307 as at 31st March 1960. 


Table 7 shows that in recent years a large proportion of home building has been 
concentrated within a few local government areas. During the September Quarter 1960, 
dwellings completed in the Municipal Corporations of Marion, Enfield, Campbelltown, 
Mitcham, Yest Torrens & Woodville comprised 73.9 per cent of the total number of dwell- 


ings completed in the 21 Iletropolitan local government areas. Completions in the neat 
netropolitan District Councils of Salisbury (which includes Elizabeth) and Tea-Tree Gully 


together with the Whyalla Town Commission, accounted for 62% of the dwellings completed 
outside the metropolitan area. 


DEFINITIONS 


Values - All values shown exclude the value of land and, except for Table 4, rep- 
Tesent the value of buildings upon completion (but see also Completions"). The values 
shom in Table 4 represent the value of work actually done on new buildings during the 


Period. 
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Commencements - A building is recorded as commenced when work on the foundations has 
pegune 
Under Construction - Once commenced, and even though work on it may have been 


temporarily suspended, a building is classified as "Under Construction" until it's 
"Completion" - see next paragraph. 


Completions - A building is regarded as having been completed when the contractor 
nas fulfilled the terms of the contract, or in the case of an owner-builder, when the 
dwelling is either completed or occupied (whichever occurs first a However, the value 
shown in all cases is that of the building as a finished project as planned.
